There was only a mighty 
groaning of the straining timbers, a 
sudden toppling of the pile driver and 
the piles underneath, and then the 
whole sixty feet of piling and the 
driver sank beneath the mighty cur- 
rent, carrying with it the struggling 
forms of two men. 
In the instant’s warning which was 
given, Stroud managed fo leap up the 
stream and grab a floating piling 
which was securely - chained to the 
shore.

DIRE PREDICTIONS. 

With the carrying out of this sixty 
feet of the remaining structure, it is 
now believed by everybody who knows 
anything about the Colorado River 
that all hope of closing the break and 
harnessing the mighty river is gone 
until after the annual spring flood has 
come and gone. 

The thawing weather which has been 
noted from Denver for the’ past several 
days is the cause of this sudden rise,

Salton Sea,” said Col. Holabird. |

In Joly, 1990, after secing the Presi- 


son to accept the help of his chief.

which most engineers deemed impossi-. 
ble, but Clarke succeeded. 

Ockerson would not accept Mr. 
Clark's sérvices and. went at the work 
as fast as red tape in Washington 
would let him. It was not until late 
in January that work was realiy go- 
ing on, a date when it should have 
been done. 

Mr. Ockerson is charged with having 
unwiselv’ left a channel for the river 
some seventy-five feet wide, closed the 
rest of the opening and then sought to 
close the last gap. The tremendous ve- 
locity of the water at normal discharge 
was bad enough and when it increased 
to 17,000 second feet out went sixty-five 


that had been dropped vanished like so 
many marbles. Again the work was be- 
igun and again the awful river swept the 
work away. Finally on, Friday, March 
10, in the face of a fearful gale Ocker- 
son again started the driving of piles, 
He was personally on the job and with 
Col. Holabird watched the very difmfi- 
cult task. It seemed that with a steady 
river, which was then falling, the job 
could be finished. But on Saturday an- 
other rise was reported coming down 
from the relenticas watersheds of Utah 
and Colorado. 

Day and night the fight went on. No 
sleep, no rest, and on Monday, the 13th, 
all but Ome bent of the trestie was in 
place and the train loads of rock wait- 
ing to be dumpestl.

Trademark Casc in United States Su- 
preme Court Goes Back Over Nine 
Centuries of History. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—Back 
over nine centuries of history the 
minds of the members of the Supreme 
Court were directed today to ascertain 
if the rights of the Carthusian Monks 
in the manufacture and sale of liquor 
are being infringed in America. 
Although the litigation required a re- 
view of history from the time the order 
settled in the Valley of Chartreuz, 
France, in 1084, to the present, the con- 
troversy grew out of the expulsion of 
the monks from France in 1903. The 
French government appointed an ad- 
ministrator and Nquidator of the prop- 
erty of the congregation. By contracts 
arising thereunder, the Cusenvir Come 
pany manufactured and sold a liquor 
which they have been making at Tarra- 
gona, Spain, since their expulsion from 
France. 

The sale of the liquor fn the United 
States made in France gave rise to 
the suit. 

Several bottles of the liquor were 
taken into court today by attorneys 
to show either the similarity or dis- 
similarity of the labels on the prod- 
ucts from Spain and those from France 
The arguments were not concluded to- 
day, 

One attorney for the monks told the 
court that probably the most famous 
trade-mark in the world was involved 
in the suit.

It was the Wolfe amendment No. 15, 
intended to facilitate the realization 
of the dream of a Greater San Frar- 
cisco, @ municipality thirty miles long 
and twenty-five miles wide, and em- 
bracing the urban spots between San 
Rafael and San Mateo in one great re- 
Zion with 800,000 population. 
After three hours of debate, in 
which Oakland, the prize accretion of 
the consolidation programme, was the 
bitterest antagonist of the federation 
of cities, the vote of forty Senators 
stood a tie. In order to move a re- 
consideration Senator Wolfe, author of 
the amendment, changed his 
the negative and made the 
Stand 21 to 19. 
As it takes twenty-seven votes to 
adopt a constitutional amendment, 
Wolfe intends to press the fight and 
attempt the adoption of the measure 
without amendment before the week is 
over. If he finds he cannot then, he 
will accept such amendments as will 
still leave a scheme of uniting all the

FLEET OFF FOR ALASKA, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SEATTLE, March 14.—The last of 
the Alaska halibut fishing vessels ar- 
rived home from the North yesterday 
and today the salmon fleet began to. 
depart for the various canneries along 
the coast of Alaska. The ship Charlies 
E. Moody sailed for Orca, Prince WIi- 
liam Sound, and will be followed by 
the Benjamin F, Packard, for Chignik: 
the ship St. Paul, for Kenai: the bark 
Harvester, and thé ship A. J. Fuller, 
for Dundas; the bark J. D. Peters, for 
Funter Bay; the bark Guy C. Goss, for 
N and numerous small tugs 
and tenders. The canneries. which 
own the vessels, employ 1800 men, 
many of them Chinese and Japanese. 
Some of these employees will go north 
by steamers, but the Moody has 200 
cannerymen aboard, The total number 
of men occupied in the Alaska salmon 
industry during ninety days of each 
year, is 12,600. Several new cannery 
plants are being shipped North. The 
salmon are of the humpback, blue- 
back and quinnmat species, as in the 
more southerly waters, but the fish at- 
tain greater size in the Far North. 
The cod fishing season will open as 
soon as the fishing vessels are able 

to enter Bering Sea.

Melodic Marvel. 


\SUSONI GIANT 


INTELLECT AND COSMOPOLITAN- 
ISM CHIEF ATTRIBUTES. 


BY JULIAN JOHNSON. 


Ferruccio Busoni, a combination of 
Italian temperament, German solidity 
arid Viennese brill . introduced 
himself to Los Angelés last night in a 
concert at Simpson Auditorium. The 
audience was composed of the elect. 
The general ensemble which is magne- 
tised by such nomenclature as Tetras- 
sini or Mary Gerden knew not the 
name of Busonl. Therefore Busoni 
faced musical sympathizers and not in- 
sufferable stares of the curious. But 
there are s0 many more of the latter 
than of the first that they are a rather 
popular element around the box-offices, 

In no place last night was Busont's 


many encores Wag an appeal to an 
auditor. Busoni, impassive, seemed to 
be playing to himself... And he played 
much of the stuff that the lady or gent 
without the pale calls “toonless.” Of 
show pieces there were practically 


none. 

Busoni's place in the musical firma- 
ment may be easily fixed. He its the 
foremost pianist of the day. and uni- 
que in that he is a composite of the 
whole of Europe. No other planiet ap- 
proaches him for cosmopolitanism. 

Wherever he goes-—whether he lives 
in Paria, studies in Germany, tours in 
America or summers in Switzerland, 
Paderewski remains a Pole. Rosen- 
thal cannot get away from the German 
stamp. So Lhevinne, Bauer and even 
the freak DePachmann have their na- 
tional marks. 


“Italy of an Italian father and a Ger- 
man mother, Was reared in Vienna, 
schooled in Gérmany, taught tn Fin- 
land, married a beautiful Swedish girl, 
and now lives half the year in Ameri- 
ca and the other half in Berlin? 
Busoni is pre-eminently the master- 
intellect of the piano. Kverything he 
does is as coldly logical as chrome 
steel. But juet ase you are about to 
denominate him an ice-king Ke fires 
your imaginative snows with a fiash 
of the most melting tenderness, and he 
follows the tenderness with a positive 
thrill—and then in a moment he ‘is 
back to retired, quiet musical intro- 
spection, lofty and perhaps somewhat 
cold. So there you are. Busoni ie so 


at once that he is as powerfully and 
singularly a mark of the Twentieth 
Century as Richard Straues, though be 
it said that he is far more melodic than 
that minstrel of Vulcan. 

In technique Busoni seems past all 
the demonstrative stages. In 
night's programme Ne appeared to 
make an actual effort to keep away 
from visible technique. It was appar- 
ent that in what he was playing he 
endeavored to make his auditors for- 
get that he knew how to play. The 
master hand would not always remain 
hidden in the velvet glove of modesty,

Big Bridge Plans Are Moving 
Smoothly Along.

teports were freely circulated yes- 
terday that the city officials and Board 
of Trade and Bridge Committee 
were at— outs over the bridge 
matter and that it looked very 
much as if ail negotiations would 
soon be at an end. One paper reported 
that the Board of Trade will bring an 
injunetion suit to prevent Mayor Earley 
from carrying out his desires to build 
the proposed low bridge against the 
wishes of a majority of the people. 

This statement was denied by the of- 
= ficers of the Board of Trade and also 
, by the Executive Committee of the 
Bridge Committee. Said Harry 
_Geohegan, president.of the Board of 
Trade, last night: “There is absolutely 
nothing of the kind contemplated nor 
has there ever been. We are all trying 
to work together to get the interme- 
diate bridge and we have great hopes 
that things will so shape themselves 
sporty whereby this will be brought 
a ae 

Said Mayor Harley last night: “I 
have been most grossly misrep 
about this bridge matter. I am very 
anxious to get this matter fixed up im- 
mediately and get the bonds voted be- 
fore my term of office as Mayor ex- 
pires. To that end I have asked the 
property owners on San Rafael 
Heights to meet with the Council to- 
morrow afternoon at 2 o'clock and talk 
the matter over. When this bridge 
matter was first discussed, those peo- 
ple who will be very greatly benefitted 
Stated that they would be willing to 
contribute liberally towards having the 
bridge built. Now we have gone 
ahead with the preliminary work; we 
have secured a pledge from the Su- 
pervisors to stand half the expense of 
the intermediate bridge up to $100,000 
and I belleve the taxpayers of Pasa- 
dena will be willing to do the same. 
Il am perfectly willing to have the 
matter submitted to them and will do 
everything in my power to have the 
bonds carry. 

“What we want now is to know ex- 
actly what those people over there will 
do. We would like to have them sub- 
acribe enough money to pay for the 
right of way for the approaches of 
the bridge, and most of our citizens 
hope they will see their way clear to

RIIS'S LECTURE. 

Jacob Riis, of New York, who has 
made himself famous throughout the 
world for his work in the slum dis 
tricts of New York, delivered an in- 
teresting jecture last night at Throop 
Academy Assembly Hall. The su 
ject was, “The Making of an Ameri- 
can,” and his talk was accompanied 
with stereppticon slides. 

He began with pictures of his old 
home in Denma and followel i his 
life through various stages to the 
present time, telling of the vicissitudes 
which he has met with from time to 
time.

BIG WATER CASF. 
COMING TO LOCAL COURTS. 
An important water case, the hear- 
ing of which will likely consume sev- 
eral months, has been sent to the Su- 
perior Courts of Los Angeles for 
trial, and Judge Conrey has been se- 
lected to preside during the hearing. 
It involves Riverside, Orange and 
Sean Bernardino counties, and all of 
the local judges are disqualified from 


hearing the case. The litigation has 


to do with the diversion of water from 
the Santa Ana River near Riverside, 
where surface streams and subter- 
ranean waters of the great artesian 
belt are appropriated for the use of 
those who desire it fer the purposes 
of irrigation and domestic use. The 
most of the supply of Orange county 
comes f that source, being dis- 
tributed through the Santa Ana Val- 
ley Irrigation Company, and by the 
Anaheim Union Water Company, the 
one supplying the Santa Ana Valley, 
and the other, the Fullerton and Ana- 
heim districts. For years the con- 
fiicting Giaims to the water have been

MERICANS IN MEXICO. 

Mirabeau, it is said, once took to high- 
way robbery “to ascertain what degree of 
resolution was necessary in order to place 
oneself in formal opposition to the most ésa- 
cred laws of society.” He declared as a re- 
sult of his experiment that a soldier who 
fights in the ranks does not require half so 
much courage as a footpad. At the best 
this is a spurious way of testing one’s valor 
and savors more of desperation than manili- 
ness. To fight for the right under the law 
is a en the fortitude of the 
average indi br 

Perhaps for the same reason that ani- 
mated Mirabeau some Americans have al- 
lied themselves with the forces of lawless- 
hess across the Mexican borders. One or 
two of these no doubt have done so from gen- 
uine love of adventure; a few are raw youths 
intoxicated with yellow romanticism and 
cheap melodrama, obsessed with the desire 
to emulate the inrpossible feats of their pur- 
ple heroes. Most of them, however, are thé 
outpourings from the cesspool of anarchy 
who, having no interests of their own in 
any country and being opposed to fulfilling 
their obligations toward their fellow-men, 
follow the scent of prey with the instinct 
of the wolf and vulture. The insurrec- 
‘tion in Mexico is but a bursting of the 
fury of depraved passions through the 
erust of legal restraint, and, like the erup- 
tion of a volcano, will leave nothing behind 
but grey ash and Justerless lava. 

Should the Mexican government \be in- | 
clined to deal more severely with these for- 
eign filibusterers than with its own rebellious 
citizens, we could scarcely blame them for 
it. We in America would find it required 
considerable national restraint not te act in- 
tolerantly toward foreigners who fomented 
insurrection within our borders. The Amer- 
icans who have taken up arms under the 
banner of the insurrecto generals have for- 
feited their citizenship and have advertised 
themselves to the- world as men without a 
country. They have set their liberties and 
their lives upon a cast and must stand the 
hazard of the die. 

We, on our side, have shown our willing- 
ness and must prove our ability to prevent 
filibustering or violation of the neutrality 
pact by any resident of the United States, 
The Mexicans, on their part, have expressed 
their purpose and must prove their power to 
prevent American citizens, who have helped 
to build up their fortunes, from suffering at 
the hands of lawless brigands. Both for 
our own good and for the good of our sis- 
ter republic the War Department wisely 
massed a sufficient armed force on the fron- 
tier of the two countries to assure the ac- 
complishment of these necessary ends.

He kmows that nine- 
tenths of the product of any farm is con- 
sumed within 100 miles of where it is raised 
He knows that his poultry, his fruit, his veg- 
étables, his hay and his honey must be sold 
to the people of the manufacturing towns in 
the vicinity. A policy that would lessen the 
Wages and reduce the purchasing power of 
his customers, and that would increase his 
taxes and add to the number of tramps to 
rob his fields and orchards wbduld not be in 
his interest and he knows it. ©

Queen Mary's maids of honor find their 
position an expensive one.

Each young lady has to 
vide herself with a maid and is expec to 
pay her own traveling expenses unless she 
actually travels with the Queen. Then there 
is the question of dress, which is rather a 
serious item, for if a maid of honor appears 
in the same costume during’ two. waitings 
the fact is likely to be commented on. 

All communications to the maids of honor 
go through the mistress of the robes, and 
before the recent appointments of four 
young ladies were made the Duchess of Dev- 
onshire wrote in each case to their parents 
asking if it would be agreeable to them if 
their daughters were given such a post in 
the Queen’s household. 

Up to the end of Queen Victoria's reign it 
was always the custom for the sovereign to 
present any maid of honor who married 
while holding that appointment with $5000 
by way of dot.

Mies Mabel Gye is the most talked-of new 
maid of honor because of her unexpected 
elevation from being companion to Dowager 
Lady Hoste to a coveted position in the 
Queen's household. Queen Mary first met 
her, not long before making up her house- 
hold, at the Hon. Alexander Yorke’s house, 
took the greatest fancy to her on the spot, 
later drove her to the station to catch her 
train, a fortnight afterwards offered to ap- 
point her a maid of honor and had her as 
one of the firat to wait upon her at Windsor.

Miss Gye | 


on color or on the appearance of the 


new test is based on the chemical character 
of the albumen dissolved fn the blood serum. 

Dr. Rajchman took a sample of linen 
which was marked with a dark red stain. 
He placed it In a watch glass and covered 
it with dilute salt solution, which he ex- 
plained would slowly dissolve out any albu- 
men which the stain might contain and at 
the same time would remove any blood cor- 
puscies which might be present. A momen- 
tary examination by a microscope revealed 
the presence of the corpuscles, which proved 
it to be blood of some kind. 

While the clot was dissolving in the salt | 
solution he showed six test tubes, each of 
which contained what he called an antise- 
rum. Bach had been prepared by injecting 
the blood of some animal into a rabbit. The 
different kinds of blood with which different 
sets of rabbits had been treated were those 
of a man, a horse, a pig and an ox. 

After a certain number of injections the 
rabbit’s blood is found to contain a sub 
stance known as precipitin. A drop of blood 
taken from the ear of a rabbit contai 
the precipitin caused by human blood has 
curious effect on the albumen dissolved out 
by the salt from a human blood clot. The 
test was shown by placing a few drops, one- 
tenth of a cuble centimeter, of the saline 
solution in a very small test tube and allow- 
ing a drop of the antiserum to fall into it. 
Being rather heavy, the drop ‘settled at the 
bottom of the tube, and at the point of con- 
tact between the two liquids a ring of filmy 
opalescence was when the human 
antiserum was used. When any of the oth- 
ers was dropped in the liquid remained per- 
fectly clear and transparent. There is only 
one case known in which the test fails. 
There is no difference in the result of the 
test between the blood of a man and the 
blood of a high-class ape. 


SCIENCE N OTES. 


A new air purifying apparatus has been 
developed in Vienna, using ozone as the 
purifying element, as the result of the dis- 
covery that when air is much heated and 
then suddenly cooled ozone is produced. A 
combination of small flywheel and airfan 
is driven by an electric motor, and sucks 
in air and sends it through a kind of funnel 
to a Nernst radiator, giving a heat of 2000 
deg. ©. The heated t is cooled by 
mixing with the air into which it is then 
forced. Of the oxygen passed through, 
about 4 per cent. is ozonized, and this pro- 

cannot be exceeded, so there is no 
risk of an excessive production of ozone. 
A single piece of apparatus, weighing not 
more than thirty pounds and needing but 
a small amount of power, is sufficient to 
purify the air of a large hall. 

The superintendent of motive 
power of the Pennsylvania Railway states 
in the Yale Scientific Monthly that there is 
no doubt that’ the tungsten lamp will Te- 
place the carbon lamp for train-lighting 
work. The success attending its use Miay 
be attributed to the development of the so- 
called “hot circuit.” By means of this 
method, instead of turning the current com- 
pletely off from the lamps when light is not 
required, the lamps are merely disconnected 
from the main batteries and joined to one 
or two “hot circuit” cells, sufficient current 
being thus passed through the lamps to 
show merely a faint red at night, Tis of 
rangement minimizes the breakages of the 
filament. 

By the invention of Bellini and Tosi, two 
Italian scientists, of what they call a 
“dirigible field,” being the result of the’ 
superposition of two Bloudel rows of an- 
tennae in planes at right angles to each 
other, it is possible to locate the exact po- 
sition and the course of a vessel using 
wireless telegraphy. Two coast stations 
|} would give the boat's position as exactly 
as two lighthouses would. Thus the Bou- 
logne station wes able to follow exactly 
the progress of a warship emitting period- 
ically a wireless signal, and the route indi- 
cated on a chart coincided exactly with that 
recorded on the vessel itself. This is most 
interesting from a military point of view, 
since we may thus discover the situation of 
an enemy's vessel or fleet as soon as it be- 
gins.to operate its wireless apparatus, even, 
hundreds of miles away. 

Again, if the ships themselves are pro- 
vided with Bellini-Tosi apparatus they can 
find their positions relatively to coast sta- 
tions of the ordinary type, and so proceed 
in a fog as easily as in clear weather by 
the aid of lighthouses. Further, as they can 
keep tab on each other’s positions they can 
avoid collisions. Experiments made on the 
boats of the. Compagnie Transatiantique 
have been unprecedentedly successful. 

These vessels have been able to make land 
at og York with the same facility. as by 
using the coast lighthouses. So the com- 
pany has decided to develop the use of 
these devices and to install them on all its 
boats. These discoveries constitute doubt- 
less the most remarkable recent develop- 
ment of wireless telegraphy. i 


When the air is very thick and hazy it 
may contain floating dust patcticles to the 
number of from 10,000 to 20,000 in every 
cubic centimeter, while a cubic centimeter 
of very clear air may contain only from a 
dozen td a few hundred particles. 

An h observer's data indicate that 
there is a relation between the quantity of 
dust ahd the temperature of the air. A 
great amount of dust, it is thought, in- | 


creases the temperature in the daytime and | 


checks the fall of temperature at night. 
The reason is that the presence of dust 
serves as an obstruction to the free radia- 
tion of heat through the air, says Harper's 
Weekly. The sunbeams pass through very 
pure, clear air without lending much heat 
to it, and at night the héat received by the 
ground during the day readily 
through the same air; but if the atmos- 
phere is heavily laden with dust the sun's 
rays are partially arrested by the particles 
which, becoming heated, in turn warm the 
air, and in like manner heat radiated from 


the earth at night is retained in the hazy | 


layers of air in contact with its surface. 

Without its atmosphere, which serves as 
a coverlet to protect it against the fearful 
cold of space, the surface of the earth would 


the data gathered by reliable observers 
show that the atmospheric blanket wrapped 
around our planet varies in its power to re- 


dust particles that it contains. S 

The results of cheese-eating experiments 
conducted by the Department of Agricul- 
ture have just been announced. Sixty-five 
students at Wesleyan College submitted to 
185 experiments in cheese nutrition. It 
| was found not only that cheese eaten in 
| large quantities proved entirely digestible, 
but its nutritive value was equal, price for 
price, to that of meat and was greater than 
fish. 

The subjects of the experiment were fed 
with all sorts of cheese, from that so new 
it would hartly bear transportation, to that 
so aged it was almost past consuming. The 
record of the experiment does not say 
where this sort was obtained, but, according 
to cheese experts, cheese never gets too old 
tb eat. The students received bananas and 
charcoal as a variety in the cheese diet.
